Now the Government takes the 
view.” he added, “ that it Cannot antici- 
pate these further discussions that will 
go on. We shall remain in a neutral 


position until we know really what the 
decisions are.” 

In reply to a remark by Mr. Mikardo, 
Mr. Bevin said: “ We have never refused 
to hand it over. We declined to have it 
in the Bill. If you can’t argue fairly, 
do be truthful about it for the sake of 
the world. We declined to have it stated 
in the Bill and it was a very good thing 
we did not put it in the Bill because we 
would have been tied and, at the same 
time. another country was moving in an 
entirely different direction 


“Ready to Hand Over” 


We are ready in whatever form the 
United Nations decide, to hand it over 
to whomsoever the Unred Nations 
decid . 

Mr. Butler, who thanked “Mr. Bevin 
for his mtervention, said it had made 
clear what was the attitude of the 
meni 

Mr. Benn Levy (Lab., Eton and Slough) 
said that Mr. Bevin, instead of producing 
clarity and light, had produced a dense 
mass of artihcral fog. 

Mr. Silverman said that a rumour had 
been circulating that if partition were 
abandoned and some sort of trusteeship 
subsoiuted under the United Nations, the 
British Government might have second 
thouehts.

Opposition Support Government

In tts almost 200 years of working its 
primary function had been concern for 
the Anglo-Jewish Community. Emphat- 


cally it was a national as yoo to an 
imternational bod It was domiciled in 


Great Britam and owed allegiance to the 
Crown, and represented by its member 
Deputies, citizens and denizens of this 
country of the Jewrmsh tath whose polrti- 
cal allegiance was national only—an 
—- which had rights and recipro- 
cal duties 

On the other hand, the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine was an imternational politi- 
cal body, performing us functions in 
territory outside the British Empire, and 
owing no allegiance or duty and deriv- 
ing no privilege from the Crown as they 


In those circumstances, the lay head 
of the community could not, at one and 
the same ume. be President of the Board 
and a member of the Executive of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine. The mere 
possibility that an equivocal situation 
ment arise and divided lovalties @ 
conihct of duties might ensue ough of 
itself to give pause to anyone who felt 
that the present duality of tenure was 
unimpeachable. 


Hostility to Jews 


No one doubted that, unhappily, events 
in Palestine had heiped to create an 
atmosphere im this country hostile to 
Jews. How could one man who had to 
Share collective responsibidity for the 
poncy and acuons of the Jewish Agency 
objectively and dispassionatecly consider 
and decide upon those matters, and at the 
same time act dispassionately and single 
mindedly, on behalf of thei. community, 
Mr. Laski asked. He suggested tnat the 
dual position in any view was one which 
was an embarrassment and a danger to 
ihe office held and his constituency 

At the moment the relations between 
the Agency and His Majesty's 
Csovernment were, at the icast, strained ; 
whereas the reiauions between the Board 
of Deputies (a British institution) and 
ther Government were just as they 
should be 

How was tt possible, said Mr Lask». 
for one and the same person to approach 
His Majesty s Government as the repre- 
sentative of the one and the Presiden: of 
the other? How could they expect His 
Majesty's Government diflerenuate 
between the two approaches? 

Mr Lask: assured the President ‘har 1f 
he would end that mmpossible anomaly 
and remain only the Presigemt of the 
Board of Deputies he could be assured 
of an mmmensely strengthened co-opera- 
mm the anxious tasks that lay ahead. 

In seconding the motion, Mr. Percy 
CoHEen, C.B.t (Wes; London Syna- 
goguc), said that in a grave issue of that 
kind which involved personal considera- 
lions, the principle was paramount 

If the principle was undesirable and 


wrong in the past, then the present 
situation made it imperative for thai 
a to be raised. His reasons were four- 
fold 

First, 1 ought no longer to go out 
to the outside world tha; the President 
of the Board owed direct and execuuve 
loyalty to the Jewish Agency, a bod 
now in serious and unhappy conflict wi 
the British Government. 

Secondly, it must tie his hands and 
compromise the very status of the Board 
in relauen with the Government. 

Thirdly, the recent letter from the 
President to THe Times justified their 
case. The British public and the Britush 
Press would be more concerned with his 
views if he had written as President of 
that Board and noi from the offices of 
the Jewish Agency. 

Fourthly, that duality of function 
partly accounted for the paralysis which 
overtook them at the time of the Pales- 
tine Conference in November, 1946, 
when they had no contribution to make 
and when thei fnends stood aghast ai 
their maction. 

The President said he accepied the 
motion as not being in any sense a ven- 
detta against him. Ii was a very great 

rivilege to occupy the position of the 
resident of the Board, and he wmiter- 
preted his function as a Shammas not 
only of the Jewish people in England but 
of the Jewish people in the world. 

He was afraid that that was not merely 
a theoretical discussion based on the 
principles of how a national body called 
“ The Board of Deputies of British Jews” 
should behave. In his opinion, the most 
important part of the resolution were the 
four words “im the present circum- 
stances.” And the resolution had to be 
judeed from that point of view 


“An Incorrect Statement” 


When some time back he had made 
reference to that matter, which had been 
the subject of speeches by a number of 
gentlemen over a number of weeks and 
had been reported in THe Jewisn 
CHronicce, Mr. Laski had replied. 
But, alleged Prof Brodetsky, he had 
made a statement which was mecorrect, 
because Mr. Laski himself bad been 
Chairman of the Administrative Commit- 
tee of the Jewish Agency while President 
of the Board. But Mr. Laski had said 
that the non-Zionists were dissociated 
from the potliucal manilesiauon of the 
Zioniss Movement. that was imecorrect, 
because the essence of the function of 
the Jewish Agency was to deal wih 
poliscal matters and finances con- 
necuon with the Palesune problem. 
Therefore, anyone associated with the 
Jewish Agency—Zionist or non-Zionist— 
was involved in that political responsi- 
bility. 

“As a citizen of this country,” declared 
the President, “i ts my duty to owe 
allegiance to His Majesty and His 


Maiesty’s Government. But it is equally 
my duty and it » equally the duty of any 
collective body—be iu the Deputies or 
any other y of citizens or denizens 
in this country—to state clearly what we 
think of any action which is carried out 
by his Majesty's Government.” 

He suggested tha: the words “in the 

esent curcumstances™ referred to the 
act that there were certain differences of 
opinion between the Board and His 
Majesty s Government as well as differ- 
ences of opinion beiween the Agency and 
the Government. The Board was entitled 
to express those views, and in his funcuon 
of leading the Board as representing the 
Anglo-Jewissh Community he had done 
his best to keep a very careful balance 
between their duty as citizens of this 
country and their duty as loyal Jews. 

The essence of the Zionist position 
in the last generation had been that it 
was based on a co-partnership between 
the British people and the Jewish people 
in regard to Palestine. That co-partner- 
ship had been denied and acted and 
spoken against by His Majesty's Minis- 
ters in the past two years and, therefore, 
if he had led the Board in expressing 
those views which agreed with the views 
of Jews all over the world and with the 
Jewish Agency, he had just done his 
elementary duty as leader of the Anglo- 
Jewish Community. 


Opportunity of Misrepresentation 


Prof. Brodetsky added that what was 
realiy troubling some people was that the 
opportunity of misrepresenting the view 
of the Anglo-Jewish Community, which 
they had possessed im the last war 
and in the first world war, had now 
been taken away from them. If he had 
had any share in removing that oppor-: 
tunity, he was proud to have served the 
Anglo-Jewish Community ard the Jewish 
people. 

The Jewish people had, for a number 
of years, been passing through its lowest 
fortunes for many centunes. The prob- 
lem to-day was: would Anglo-Jewry be 
a part of the Jewish people and be toyal 
to Jewish interests? Would Anglio- 
Jewry have the courage to say to the 
British Government that a grave and 

rowing injustice had been carrjed out 

y that Government against the very 
policy which it had announced thirty 
vears ago? Would Anglo-Jewry have 
the courage to stand together with 
the Yishuv in the most gnevous fight 
that a section of the Jewish people 
had had for many centuries? That was 
what the resolution now meant. 

If, as was obvious from some of the 
things that had been said that morning, 
some people were afraid of what would 
happen to the Jews of ths country 1 
that struggle had to be gone through, 
his answer was that they could do 
nothing about it. If there was that 
struggle for the Jews in Palestine they 
would feel it—no matter what they 
might say.

Up in the 
public gallery, more packed than I nave 
even secn u, | notwed Mrs. Brodétsky 
and Mrs. Laski seated side by side in 
imimated and tnendly conversation 
before the debate began. Then. on the 
floor of the House, speaker after speaker 
while attacking. Professor —Brodetsky's 
dual role as a member of the. Executive 
of the Jewish Agency and President of 
the Board of Deputics. insisted on how 
much they respected him. what a noice 


fellow he is, and how much they hoped 


he would remam President of the Board. 
In fact, to plagiarise Noel Coward: it 
was a case-of “Don't ket’s be beastly 
Brodetsky.” 


FIREWORKS 


Ihe fireworks, when they did occur, 
came suddenly and unexpectedly, with the 
suspension of Mr. H. Lubbock, the first 
suspension for a quarter of a century. 
Mr. Lubbock was. later permitied to 
return. Gravity relaxed when Professor 
Brodetsky offered the congratulations of 
the Board to us Clerk, Mr. N. Levy. on 
having become a father—a statement 
greeted with cheers from all sides of the 
House. 

Mr. Levy, who is, in terms of service 
though not im years, the oldest official of 
the Board. is a depository of Board tradi- 
won. He came to the Board as a boy, 
when its business could be easily per- 
formed in the old offices of Mr. Charlies 
tmanuel, and when Foregn Affairs were 
conducted from the very pleasant 
chambers, tin Grays Inn, of Mr. Lucien 
Nobody. has witnessed greater 
changes in the Board's work and is 
surroundings than Mr. Levy, whose 
courtesy and readiness to serve the 
Deputies are universally recognised.

Mr. N. B. Walters, known in the com- 
mercial world as the founder of the 
Paim Toflee firm, after reading a Jewisu 
CHRONICLE report of “lack of tunds 
for educational purposes, wrote to Rabbi 
Dr. S. Schonfeld, asking “in what 
permanent way a gift of £500 could be 
marked.”

Mr Warren Austin. the United States 
delegaic, announced last Friday the 
abandooment by America of suppor for 
the parulon of Paicsune, and proposed 
instead a temporary trustecship for the

He asked for an immediate special

Events took a dramatic turn here last 
Friday On the previous day general 
agrecemem had been reported Octween 
the “ Big Four.” and a resolution had 
been prepared asking the Security Council 
to make it clear that any th cat to peace 
would not be tolerated in Palestine, and 
that all necessary steps must be taken to 
bring an end to violence 


Call for Assembly Session 


On Friday the Security (ouncil met 
in the office of Mr. Trygve Lie, the Secre- 
tary-General, when for the first ume the 
Briush delegate participated in the 
capacity of a permanent member rather 
than as representative of the Mandatory 
Mr Austin then called on the permanent 
members to recommend suspens.on of 
the partition plan, to take all 6 
steps to end fighting in Palestine, to call 
for an immediate special session of the 
General Assembly, and to recommend a 


‘temporary Umited Nations trusteeship for 


Palestine 

\: this siage Mr. Lie remarked that 
trusteeship had been discussed by the 
UN. Special Committee on Palestine 
which had recornm -nded partition to the 
General Assembly last year. Unscop had

He referred as well to the fact 
that several thousands of Arabs had 
infitrated into Palestine, that the 
Palestine budget showed a considerable 
deficit, that the Jewish Agency had 
declared partition to represent the “ iwre- 
ducible minimum ™ for Jews, that the 
British refused to aid in implementing the 
plan, and that the Arabs were sharply 
opposed to it. 

Mr. Austin further deciared thai the 
United Nations would not automatically 
fall heir to the Mandate. “A unilateral 
decision by the United Kingdom to 
terminate the Palestine Mandate,” > 
said, “ cannot automatically conimit t 
United Nations to responsibility for 
governing the country” 

Mr Austin also asserted that the 
General Assembly plan was “a recom- 
mendation.” and that the Palestine Com- 
mission had declared that the plan must 
be rmplemenicd as a whole 

“ There seems,” said Mr. Austin, ™“ to 
be general agreement that the plan cannot 
now be implemented by: peaceful means 
It is clear that the Security Council is 
not prepared to go ahead with efforts to 
implement this plan in the existing situa- 
hon 


Maintaining Peace 


The end of the Mandate, he said, 
would bring chaos and heavy fighting in 
Palestine. “ The United Nations cannot 
permit such a result,” he added. “ The 
loss af hfe in the Holy Land must be 
brought to an immediate end. The 
maintenance of international peace 1s at 
stake.” 

Mr. Austin then tormally submitted the 
American proposals for a “ temporary 
trusteeship for Palestine” im order to 
“maintain the peace and to afford the 
Jews and Arabs of Palestine further 
opportunity to reach an agreement 
regarding the future government of that 
couniry 

The American. statement added that 
thes trusteeship would, “ of course, be 
without prejudice to the character of the 
eventual political settlement. He called 
for an immediate special session of the 
General Assembly and asked that the 
Palestine Commission should be 
instructed to suspend tts efforts for imple- 
mentation of the partition plan pending 
he proposed meeting of the Assembly. 


“ Shocking Reversal” 


Rabb: Abba ‘Hillel Silver, speaking for 
the. Jewish Agency, called the United 
States proposal “‘a shocking reversal ” 
which would “ smealculably hurt the 
prestige and authority of the United 
Nations.”” The reason for scrapping par- 
titton was, he declared, “ the th-eat on 
the part of some member States to alter 
the Assembly's decision by violence.” 
The U.S. proposal, if adopted, would be 
“a fateful capitulation on the part of a 
world oreanisation”™ which would 
‘completely destroy its future effective- 
ness 2 

Rabbi Silver stressed that “force will 
have to be used to maintain that arrange- 
ment, just as it would have been to carry 
out partition.” He added that any pro- 
posal calling for further sacrifices “* will 
have to be imposed upon the Jewish 
Community in. Palestine by force.” The 
General Assembly decision remained 
valid for the Jewish. people, and they 
would “ move forward in the spirn of 
that resolution.”

MARSHALL ACCEPTS 
RESPONSIBILITY 


“ I Advised President ”

Full responsibiliiy the decision 
of the United States to reverse its stand 
on the subject of partition has been 
accepted by Mr George Marshall in a 
statement issued by him on Saturday last. 
He had recommended the change to the 
President, he said, “ because i seemed 
the wisest course,” and the President had 
approved his recommendation 

The rimary consideration, says Mr. 
Marshall's Statement, was the need to 
maintain peace and to prevent chaos at 
the termmnation of the Mandate, to save 
lives and also to safeguard the vital imter- 
ests of American national security The 
decision to shelve partition was the result 
of the lack of success that attended the 
conferences of the five Powers intended 
to find a basis for the implementation of 
partition by peaceful means. Informal 
consultauons with other members of .he 
Security Council had shown, said Mr. 
Marshall. that the resoluuon to proceed 
with the partition of Palestine would not 
be passed 

The United States, the statement con- 
uunues, was suggesting a temporary 
trusteeship in order to open the way to 
an agreed settlement. America is still 
secking a solution “within the Unned 
Nations framework,” the statement con- 
cludes, and the United States will take 
no unilateral action 


U.S. Press Cimment 


The New York Times on Sunday 
bitterly criticised the United States policy, 
describing as “imept, uncertain, and 


the prestige of American foreign policy. 

It is a plain and unmistakable sur- 
render to a threat of force.” the HERALD 
TrRiBUNE said “ The prestige of the 
United Nations has received its heaviest 
blow, and that of the United States been 
hard hit, From every standpoint, the 
situation ws far worse than when the 
Assembly was originally summoned to 
deal with the crisis “—4Reuter)

Mr. Gromyko called the American 
proposal the “logical continuation” of 
the position taken by the United States 
during the Four-Power talks. The pro- 
posal, he said, had nothing in common 
with the General Assembly resolution. 
The’ Soviet Union did not accept the 
proposition that there was general agree- 
ment that partition could not be imple- 
mented by peaceful means. 

No other delegate spoke, but the 
Chimese and French delegates had indi- 
cated at the Five-Power meeting previous 
to the Council session that they would 
support the United States position 

Before the Security Council ‘reassem- 
bled, an official United States spokesman 
who had flown from Washington told a 
Press conference that the American pro- 
posal “does not necessarily mean the 
end of partition.” 

It 18 Suggested by some observers nere 
that Britain might agree to stay im 
Palestine for an extended period. Some 
of them had prophesied as long ago as 
last November that Britain would finally 
be requested to stay on and would 
accept 

Ihe U.S. proposals were due to come 
up. for discussion at the Security Coun- 
cil's session on Wednesday (after this 
issue had gone to press) 


Small Powers’ “Opposition 


Support for the American. trusteeship 
plan is not likely to be forthcoming from 
the small Powers, according to  well- 
informed observers here, unless definite 
and. concrete. measures for its enforce- 
ment are put forward by the Untied 
States 

Countries that are named as being 
likely to resist the American proposal 
are New Zealand, Bolivia, Panama. the 
Philippines, and Brazil. Although none 
of them is a member of the Security 
Council, the importance of their opposi- 
tion would be considerable in the event 
of a special session of the General 
Assembly being held. 

These countries are said to base their 
attitude on the fact that trusteeship may 

even more difficult to enforce than 
Partition. 

There is speculation here in regard to 
the possibility of a proclamation by the 
Jewish Agency of a Jewish State. nited 
Nations authorities are unable to say 
what would be the legal and _ political 
consequences of such a step.

“ We Shall Do The Job”

protound § conviction § that the 
reversal of United States policy at Lake 
Success is merely part of the birthpangs 
incidental to the emergence of a Jewish 
State has been gaining in strength 
throughout the Yishuv ever since the 
painful news of the week-end 

Never in the last thirty years have I 
witnessed such evidence of unshakable 
faith that “ we shall do the job.” No 
Jew here considers for a moment the pos- 
sibility that, having been almost within 
a hairsbreadth of attaining their sovereign 
national State, the Yishuv, with their 
brethren in Golah, will now let it escape 
their grasp 

The general feeline here can be 
summed up in a single phrase: “A 
people can be betrayed, but history 
never.” 


No Defeatism 


There is no jot of defeatism in the 
Yishuv to-day. Its feeling ®& crystallised 
in the newspapers, which declare that we 
have no option but to travel the road 
towards our independent State that was 
mapped out for us in the United Nations 
resolution of November last. even 
though in the new conditions created by 
America’s action that road may be a 
hard one. 

Partition, it is pointed out, already 
exists de facto if not de jure, since large 
areas are even now under effective Jewish 
control. The machinery of the Jewish 
State needs only the pressing of a button 
to be set in motion, 


BEN-GURION REJECTS 
TRUSTEESHIP 
No Submission to Foreign Rule 


Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of 
the Jewish Agency Executive, at a Préss 
conference in Tel-Aviv on Sunday, re- 
jected any kind of a trusteeship He 
described the reversal of American 
policy on partition as a “ surrender to 
the terrorism of the Arab gangs,’ which 
was more damaging to the United 
Nations’ authority and prestige than to 
the Jews. 

America s stand did not fundamentally 
change the situation in Palestine, said 
Mr. Ben-Gurion. The U.N. decision of 
November 29, though of great moral and 
political value, did not in self achieve 
the practical establishment of a Jewish 
State. 

“It i by our power, if mobilised to 
the utmost, that this State will arise.”’ 
Mr Ben-Gurion declared. “It is we 
who will decide Palestine’s fate. We 
have laid the: foundation of the Jewish 
State and we shall achieve it.”’ 

On the American proposal for a 
trusteeship, Mr. Ben-Gurion said: “ We 
shall not agree to any kind of trustee- 
ship, whether permanent or temporary. 
We shall not submit any more to any 
foreign rule whatever. We insist on the 
termination of British rule and on the 
evacuation of the British without delay. 
~The Jewish State exists and shall con- 
tinue to exist. It will find its way to 
mutual understanding with the Arab 
people. We have no quarrel with the 
Arabs, and if they want peace. the hand 
of friendship will always be extended to 
them by the Jewish State.” 

The immediate establishment of a 
Jewish Government was urged at a meet- 
ing of the Central Committee of Mapai 
(Palestine Labour Party) in Tel-Aviv.— 
(Palcor)

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A GREAT BETRAYAL 


DESPAIR, frustration, and bitter disappoint- 
ment mark the birth pangs of revived lewish 
nationhood. Triumph and jubilation built 
one moment on the solemn promises of 
statesmen are dashed the next minute by the 
complete reversal of policy by those same 
men. The contrast between the utterances 
of the Labour Party out of office and in 
power were hard enough to*accept, but the 
contradictions of the United States Govern- 
ment show a degree of perfidy which 
flagrantly violates the principles of political 
morality which the United States professes 
to champion Jewish leaders were taced 
with a sufficiently hard task in attempting 
to restrain the Yishuv, and, indeed, world 
Jewry, from violently expressing its well- 
founded resentment against the framers of 
British policy. In the face of the American 
betrayal they have succumbed to the tempta- 
tion to act unilaterally by declaring that 
they will oppose the suggested trusteeship 
even before they know its terms, and will 
proclaim a Jewish State on May 16, the day 
after the termination of the British Mandate 


The latest developments have thrown 
the tragic Palestine problem into high 
revel against the ever-darkening background 
of the “cold war” between East and West 
The deep-seated yearning of Jews for Pales- 
tine, finding its expression in the Zionist 
Movement, has been relegated to the position 
of a plaything in the game of power politics. 
The Jewish leaders, in a desperate attempt 
to become masters of their destiny, are 
trying to assert their position the 
world, but the role of a small nation caught 
up in the toils of a world-wide conflict is 
always unpleasant It demands of its 
leaders caution. and wisdom as well as 
heroism 


The Security Council was due. to 
meet, after we went to Press, to consider 
the American proposal for the setting 
up of -a_ trusteesmp for . Palestine and 
the outcome of its deliberations are, there- 
fore, a matter tor conjecture. At the time 
of writing the details of the proposal, too, 
have not been made known. All that is 
certain 418 that the American volte face nas 
killed the present partition plan For 
the Arabs, of course, it is a victory, and 
for the British diplomacy of negation it is 
a triumph from. which, however, our 
Government gains no honour. It is prob- 
safe to assume.that the American 
proposal to call a special meeting of the 
Assembly, in spite of Russian opposition, 
will. be carried in the Security Council It 
see ns likely that the Arabs will accept the 
principle of a temporary trusteeship But 
if the Jewish Agency remain adamant in 
their determination to oppose it, it is diffi- 
cult to. see how it can be put into. effect. 
Moreover, the British Government, who 
can play a decisive in this matter, 
Steadtastly adhere to their policy not to aid 
in enforcing any plan which is not agreed 
to by both Arabs and Jews. In any event, 
the crucial problem of immigration has to 
be taced 


In view of the new circumstances, the 
Jewish Agency Executive have wisely called 
an extraordinary meeting of the Actions 
Committee to meet in Palestine on April 4, 
though it is difficult now to see what the 
Committee can. be expected to do in the 
heht of the momentous decisions which have 
aiready been taken in Jerusalem. — Never- 
theless, it 1s to be hoped that all the level- 
headed counsel which the Actions Committee 
can muster will be brought to bear to 
handle the tremendous responsibilities with 
which they will be faced. The sagacious 
Dr. Weizmann will be sadly missed 
ii steps are not taken to ensure that 
somehow he is brought into the discus- 
sions. It is to be hoped, too, that the 
influence of British Jewry, which has— 
through certain channels—expressed a capa- 
city for constructive thinking and foresight 
beyond many other communities, will not be 
overlooked 

The. situation is, of course, very fluid. -A 
decision taken one day may have to be 
amended the next. It is, therefore, possible 


that the Agency may be persuaded that their 
hasty enunciation of policy needs to be 
modified in accordance with changing 
circumstances. Is it too much to hope that 
they will think again about the trusteeship 
proposal after they have learnt the details 
of the American plan, and when they know 


‘what provision is to be made for immigra- 


tion ? Perhaps even the announced procia- 
mation of a Jewish State is not irrevocable. 
The test of Jewish statesmanship will be 
whether it succeeds in maintaining peace, or 
whether it plunges Palestine into a blood 
bath with untold consequences for Jewry 
and the world. 


The motives belwnd the desire to call 
the State into being prematurely can be 
readily understood. But we should pause 
to ask whether it is a wise move. 
Small nations cannot follow the same 
tactics as big ones They must be more 
circumspect or they invite destruction. With- 
out the support of any Great Power except, 
perhaps, of the U.S.S.R., surrounded by 
hostile Arabs, bereft of arms adequately to 
defend itself, the new State would be in 
grave danger of being submerged (or 
dragged behind the tron curtain) even before 
it had time to make its debut on the world’s 
Stage. 

DEPUTIES’ DISPUTE 
IHE defeat, by 227 votes to 35, of Mr. 
Neville Laskis motion at the Board of 
Deputies shows that a divergence of thought 
exists in our midst, but this must not be 
allowed to split the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity. It was apparent before the debate 
began that the resolution was bound to taii 
if it Was discussed on an emotional rather 
than a logical plain. But this by itself was 
no reason why-it should not have been 
moved. The salient point remains whether, 
in these difficult and sombre times, it is 
desirable in the interests of the Board, as 
well as of the Jewish Agency, that the Presi- 
dent of the Board should also be a member 
of the Executive of the Agency. No one 
can, except in an atmosphere charged with 
emotion—and such emotion ts understand- 
able-—attempt to justify the position of a 
man serving two masters in a leading capa- 
city, when the employers do not always see 
eye to eye with each other and when one of 
them, in fact, has duties towards and 
friendly relations with His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment that are not at all incumbent on the 
other. Unfortunately, the relationship 
between the British Government and the 
Agency 1s at the present moment strained, 
and this fact should have lent more force to 
the arguments of the movers of the resolu- 
tion than it seems to have done. Of course, 
aS Professor Brodetsky says, a_ citizen's 
rights include his ability to criticise what- 
ever Government is in: power on any particu- 
lar subject, and no one would deny the 
Board the right to disagree with the Govern- 
ment's handling of the Palestine position and 
to make their criticism public in an attempt 
to get the Government's policy changed. 
That is quite different, however, from giving 
an impression that the Board's decisions 
simply echo Agency policy 


But the Board has spoken, and the 
decision must be accepted as the Board’s 
policy in this matter. A decision which was 
influenced by powerful appeals to sentiment 
directed towards an emotional audience 
does not mean that Mr. Laski and his sup- 
porters were doing anything but their duty 
to the community in having the issues 
defined. Even if Mr. Laski had been tn a 
minority of one, his duty to speak his mind 
as he did was plain, particularly when his 
criticism was based on such sound funda- 
mental constitutional considerations. The 
defeated minority and those they represent 
should consider very closely their future 
course. IThefe are some who have openly 
spoken of taking the irrevocable step of 
leaving the Board. But such a step could 
only be to the Board’s detriment and would 
simply leave the dissidents in the wilderness. 
Those who—rightly, in our view—object to 
the holding of two offices in equivocal 
circumstances, have made their protest. 
The world is now informed that, whereas a 
large majority of the members of the Board 
sees no objection to this situation, a not 
unimportant section of Anglo-Jewry has 
voiced its dissatisfaction. The authority of 
the Board will always be enhanced by 
having among its membership those who 
can take an independent line when = the 
occasion warrants 
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DEFENCE WORK 


Ir would be difficult to overrate the impor- 
tance for Anglo-Jewry of Defence work 
against anti-Semitism. Upon this work depends 
the well-being and security of our community. 
When the Defence Committee of the Board of 
Deputies recently inaugurated their Appeal for 
financial support, we commended it in the most 
vigorous terms. Indeed, we 
had constantly in previous months deplored 
the dilatory tactics which kept postponing its 
officiai inception. Now that it has at length 
been launched, there should be no difference 
of opinion between any groups or parties 
regarding the unified support which tt un- 
reservediy demands. This was strikingly ilus- 
trated at a recent meeting when Professor 
Brodetsky and Mr. Neville Laski, K.C.., 
together on the same .platform for public sup- 
port of this commanding cause. But such 
agreement does not necessarily commit anyone 
to complete agreement with the particular pro- 
gramme which the Committee may at any given 
time be pursuing. It should scarcely be neces- 
sary to say that no criticism we have made of 
the Committee’s practical activities has ever 
been actuated by lack of zeal in upholding the 
Jewish ‘cause or of good will towards the 
leaders of this campaign. Just because of the 
paramount importance we attach to this matter, 
we have considered that we should be faiimg 
in our duty did we ‘not call attention to the 
inadequacy and shortcomings of the measures 
hitherto. adopted. Two letters which we pub- 
lish this week extol the work of the Defence 
Committee, and tribute is certainly due to the 
sincerity and enthusiasm which animate is 
members and supporters. l[here can, however, 
be litthe room for doubt that the Committee's 
plan of campaign needs to be enormously 
strengthened and enlarged if it ts to be really 
effective. Above all, it must be recognised 
that this Defence work needs technical 
experts of very specialised ability and skul, and 
is totally different in scope and methods from 
the general run of charitable or philanthropic 
work with which most of our communal 
workers are concerned. The organisers of the 
campaign should realise that new ideas will

SHEKEL CAMPAIGN 


AMONG the items on the agenda of iast 
month's annual conference of the Zionist 
Federation of Great Britain was an address, 
announced for delivery by Professor Selig 
Brodetsky, on “ The Forthcoming 23rd Zionist 
Congress.” As no official proposals had been 
divuiged regarding the hoiding of this Congress, 
the public was anticipating this speech with 
lively interest. But no address on this subject 
was delivered, and details of the Zionist Organi- 
sauion’s intentions are still unknown. How- 
ever, a Statement has been issued by that body 
headed “ On the Eve of the 23rd Zionist Con- 
gress.” The gravity of present circumstances 
obviously demand that Congress shall be sum- 
moned even though the exact date and piace 
have not yet been determined. The statement 
points out that, for half a century, Congress 
has been the directing organ. of the Zionist 
Movement, settling its political course and lay- 
ing the foundations for the building of the 
Yishuv. In the present grave crisis, the respon- 
sibilities which must devolve upon Congress 
will be exceptionally heavy. The delegates to 
Congress. are democratically elected by all 
Zionists throughout the world who- have signmi- 
fied their support of the movement by purchas- 
ing a Shekel. Thus the strength of the 
movement in Jewry can be gauged by 
the number of Shekel-payers. Accordingly, the 
Organisation Commuttee of the Ziontst Execu- 
tive in Jerusalem. comprising representatives of 
all parfies and organisations, has appealed to 
Jews everywhere to join the ranks of Shekel- 
holding Zionists. But perhaps it is not suffi- 
ciently realised that the present Shekel campaign 
is a matter of urgency. Since elections to the 
Congress will take place during the coming 
summer, and a register of voters will first have 
to be compiled, it has been decided that the 
5708 Shekel Campaign will terminate on 
April 18. The last Zionist Congress decided to 
enforce the rule that only those who hold the 
Shekel for Congress year and intervening years 
may vote. Therefore only those who hold a 
Shekel for 5707 and 5708 will be able to vote 
in the coming election. It has been decided 
that all those who have not yet acquired the 
5707 Shekel may do so by the middle of April. 
The duty of all British Zionists who desire to 
make their weight and influence felt for good 
in the movement's councils is therefore plain. 
By buying a Shekel they will be able to vote 
for a delegate belonging to a party which 
represents their point of view. 


IN EIRE 


THE new inter-party Government of Ireland, 
which came ito office after the general election 
a few weeks ago, has already given proof, cat 
this early stage in its career, of a continuance 
of the happy relationships which have long 
subsisted between the authorities and the 
Jewish Community. An item on the agenda 
of one of the first Cabinet meetings was the 
issue of “Patents of Precedence and Pre- 
audience’ in all Courts of Justice in Eire to 
six members of the junior Bar. One of the six 
thus selected to become a “silk” was Mr. 
Bernard Shillman, who now takes rank as a 
Senior Counsel of. the Irish Bar—S.C. being

LEAP YEAR 

[He occurrence of Purim so late in the 
season a reminder that this is a year 
in the Jewish calendar, when the festival is 
observed in the month of Adar Shen: (or Ve. 
Adar). Moreover, one ts reminded of the com 
cidence of 5708 and 1948 as leap years, although, 
of course, with a very different significance for 
each. For the ordinary layman who ts puzzled 
about the technicalities of the calendar. invalu- 
abie information, presented with admirable 


lucidity, can be gleaned from the pages of the 
“ Jewish Year Book.” Some of the facts about 
Leap Year may usefully be repeated here. It 
appears that only four times in the filty years 
from 5692 to $741 (1931 to 1981) do the civil 
and Jewish leap years coincide. Belore this 
year, this occurred in 1932 and 1940, bur it will 
not happen again until 1976. While the civil 
calendar depends on. a solar reckoning, the 
Jewish calendar is a lunar one, adjusted to the 
solar year by various expedients. [Thus originate 
the different devices of February 29 and Adar 
Sheni. When, as this year, there ts an inter 
calary month, it obviously affects the observ- 
ance of anniversaries which fall in Adar. Apart 
from the fact that Purim is observed in the 
Second Adar, Yahrzeit and Barmitzvah Cates are 
also affected. If a parent died during Adar m 
an ordinary year, the Yahrzeit is observed na 


leap vear in the First Adar (although some 
people observe it in both Adars). [athe death 
took place in a leap year. the Yahrzeit is o> 
served in a leap year in the same Adar (whether 


First or Second) during which the death 
happened. When a boy born in Adar of an 
ordinary year becomes Barmitzvah in a leap 
year, the celebration falls in the Second Adar 
if he was born in a leap year and becomes 
Barmitzvah in a leap year, it is celebrated m 
that Adar (whether First or Second) during 
which his birth occurred. If he was born né 
leap year and the Barmitzvah is in an ordinary 
year, it is observed in Adar.

First of all, the reader is introduced 
io the purpose, scope, and Vanous 
branches of philosophy. Then there is 
a secuuon on schools and theories. 
ancient, medieval, and modern. The 
final and largest section gives a detailed 
account of the most notable philosophers 
of the past, ffom the earliest Greek 
thinkers down to. Bertrand Russell. 
Santayana, and Whitchead. 

jhe writer is 10 be congratulated on 
a remarkable achievement, which testi- 
fies to his immense work of patient, care- 
ful research, his gift for lucid exposition, 
and his scrupulous accuracy and powers 
of judgment. He has condensed into one 
moderate-sized volume what could other- 


wise be ascertained only in whole 
dictionaries of philosophy, or encyclo- 
pedias. Students, writers, journalists, and 


general readers will be grateful for a 
handy reference-book of this kind. It is 
an age of specialism, and yet no one can 
afford to remain indifferent to the philo- 
sophical theories which make up so large 
a part of the background of Western 
civilssation, and which enter so. closely 
into contemporary life and problems.

THE OLDEST JEWISH UNDERGROUND 


This is the second of the special series 
Of articles by Mr. Kimche based on 
his observations during a tour of the 
Middle East. The first article appeared 
last week. 

GURIAN (Tripolitania) 
NE of the strangest remnants of 
Jewish dispersion has come to rest 
here, high in hills that resemble 
oddly the Judean hills of Palestine. Over 

50 miles from Tripol: and the fertile coast. 

they climbed these bleak and steep hills

alter crossing 40 miles of desert and 
steppe, and settled as a community in 
SIX deep grottoes hewn into the rocky 
hillside; genuine Troglodytes, speaking 
Arabic, dressed as Arabs, but complete 
with synagogue, kashrut, and 19 Scrolls 
of the Law collected from Barcelona 
to Benghazi. 

At this “ Tigrinna Concession,” 34§ 
Jews. are living at present, presided over 
by their Rabbi, Sheikh Khalifa Hassan. 
a pleasant young man of about’ 35. much 
respected and admired by the local 
British administration and by the local 
Arabs, who recognise him as their repre- 
sentative 

Ihe grottoes consist of round craters 
about 35 yards deep and about 25 yards 
m diameter. They are reached by a 
rough descending passage through the 
rock, and are protected by stout-beamed 
doors with special kinds of wooden 
bolts which can be moved only by the 
initiated. Each grotto has six to eight 
rooms and an upper storey used for 
storing hay and tood. The rooms are 
built im a square around the. courtyard, 
which is she bottom of the crater 

Two to three families live in one 
grotto, and of the rooms, two are always 
set aside as kitchens and one as a 
bakery. Altogether 72 families live in

32 grottoes, but they are in lact all 
members of three old families, two of 
which came from Syria and the third 
from Spain 

Sheikh Khalifa claims that this com- 
munity has existed since some time in the 
century The British Dristrict 
Administrator supports this view. Two 
of the families. the Hajaj and the Badash, 
settled, according to the Sheikh, some 
400 vears ago, while the Hassan family 
(to which he belongs) arrived from 
Barcelona 600 years ago. 

Unfortunately. there is no register of 
any kind except at Tigrinna, so that there 
is no exact evidence about the age of the 
community. However, its interest is that 
it should be there to-day and tollow 
customs which have survived in spite of 
the assimilation in dress and language, 
which is as complete in local circum- 
Stances as that of any Jew in Berkeicy 
Sireet, 

They attend the synagogue daily for 
morning and evening prayers Sabbath 
is kept with Aguda-like severity No 
light or fire is lit and no work done. 
Thew have their own Shochet, and they

have so impressed their stamp of 
Orthodoxy on the district that the only 
wine served locally—even in the Britis 
mess—is the rather sharp. deep-red 
kasher wine they produce locally Phey 
have two synagogues: one very old and 
now used as a school for children, and 
a new one built only hall-way under- 
ground 

Ihe Sheikh said tha; the men study the 
Talmud and also the Zohar. They cer- 
tainly have one tattered volume of the 
Zohar, but the thick dust on the cove! 
did not suggest frequent use or active study 

But the main problem of the com- 
munity ts the same as that of thew Arab 


neighbours: rain. Their entire cxistence 
depends upon Last year's drough 
and this year’s delayed rains have made 
their position very difficul blowever, 
they cannot be said to be badly off 
Their homes are clean, covered with 
colourful rugs woven by the women. 
The rock is white-washed, and the effect 
iS pleasant tiehter than most 
tenements in London or the Bronx—and, 
above all, the grottoes aré cool in 
summer and warm in winter.

PPOSITE. Adier Street, in Commer- 

cial Road, you come to the second 
of the five Aldgate “ Houses’ that have 
been concerned with friendly society and 
club work—Adler, Absa, Camperdown, 
Circle, and A.J.Y. 

“Absa means <Achei. Brith and 
Shield of Abraham The Acheji Brith, 
oldest of the Orders, was founded just 
60 years ago, and grew steadily by 
absorbing independent lodges. So did 
the other Orders 

Though the headquarters of the iead- 
ing Orders have remained in the East 
End—Achei Brith and Grand Order of 
Israel wn Commercial Road: Achei 
Ameth and Sons of Jacob in Whitechapel 
Road—the addresses of their lodges are 
dispersed far and wide. Only about a 
dozen Jewish friendly society lodges have 
their secretarial addresses. in the East 
End to-day. Forty years ago the number 
of lodge headquarters bere was over 250. 
Nearly all of them met in pubs—at the 
King’s “Arms and Bricklayers’ Arms: at 
the Sugar Loaf, Pewter Platter, and Old 
Artichoke; at Red, White,-and Black 
Lions, and a Green Man: at the Aldgate 
and the Bakers’ Row Dyistilleries; at 
various “Princes,” Dukes,” and 
* Earls": at a Rose and Crown, a Horse 
and Groom—but not at a Pig and 
Whistle! To-day’s oldest existing society 
—the Tent of Righteousness, founded im 
1812 and now affiliated to the Ache 
Brjth—met in those days in a famous 
hotel not in the East End, the biephant 
and Castle. 


Oddities in Titles 


The titles of the Orders and lodges 
took many forms. There were Jewish 
sections of the Druids and Foresters; 
there were Mutuals, Tontines, and. Divi- 
sionals: several sorts of “ Confined, 
Mourning, and Benefit society; various 
Friends m Need, Hearts of Oak, and 
Hand in Hand—all prefixed “ Hebrew " ; 
and there were Landsman societies such 
as Biala, Lynchitzer, and Podibnitzer, 
Yonover. Sochetchower, and Podolyer 

Many of them, as well as the pubs 
that. housed them, have disappeared. 


' Many amalgamated, and can be found 


somewhere among existing Orders. But 
can the spirit of those days be found 
anywhere? Those societies met weekly 
and were friendly. The dispersal has hit 
to-day's lodges badly. Some hold their 


occasional gatherings at different mem

has been attempted. If it is successful.

Scattered Membership 


The Achei Brith, by itself, finds it 
increasingly dificult to . maintain. the 
building. It is,. in. this. like other local 
Jewish centres: set ap in high hopes, 
serving very usefully for a tmme, but 
sooner or later deserted by their scattered 
members The Adier Street building, 
erected by the G.O.I., failed, after a 
while, to fulfil ts original aim of being 
a club. So did Camperdown House— 
which you will find, a short walk west- 
ward along Commercial Road, in Halt- 
moon Passage—though here the changes 
are also largely due to the war 

The spacious building was opened 34 
years ago for the Jewish Lads’ Brigade 
and the Hutchison House Club. There 
has been no club since 1940. The Fire 
Service made the building s_ district 
headquarters, and now it is _ largely 
occupied by the Siepney. Borough 
Council. retains its head- 
quarters here, and the Association of 
Jewish Friendly Societies its offices. Eight 
Orders and 24 wdependent societies are 
affiliated to the Association 

The revival of the J.L'B., after the 
war-time cessation of activity, began in 
September, 1946. It has met with much 
success. . Thirteen London units, caring 
for 300 lads, have been started so tar-— 
but not one in the East End. Two 
attempts to form local companies have 
failed. Yet a 1911 list of companies 
in the London Regiment shows 14 out of 
18 to have been in Stepney.

Mr. Attlee’s speech on the purging of 
Commumsts in the Civil Service was 
described as “a direct encouragement 
to the Fascists of this country,” by the 
Communists, Mr. William Gallacher.

CONFERENCE 
Board of Guardians Takes 
Initiative

The Jewish Board of Guardians. at its 
meeting last week, over which its Presi- 
Gent, Mr. E. Karminski, {K.C.. 
presided, decided to convene a conference 
of representative communal bodies on 
May 3 to discuss what organisation is 
necessary tO provide marriage guidance 
for the Jewish Community in London. 


United Synagogue Consulted 


Moving the’ Executive Committee's 
recommendation regarding the conference 
on marrage guidance, Mr. Karminski 
said the matter had been considered 
simultaneously by the Welfare Committee 
of the United Synagogue and by them- 
selves. 

It had been suggesied that at the con- 
ference they should have a description of 
guidance work from Mr. . Pestell. the 
Secretary of the London Marriage Guid- 
ance Council (Mr. Pestell is the Mayor of 
Stoke Newington) 

They had drawn up. with the United 
Synagogue, a list of representative bodies 
and individuals to be asked to the con- 
ference. He hoped. said Mr. Karminski, 
they would formulaic a scheme for a 
communal Marnage Guidance Organisa- 
ton 

The recommendation was adopted. 

Ihe sident said that 44, Sutton 
Court Road, Chiswick, had been bought 
last December for use as the Samuel Myer 
Home, and had been opened in February.

National Council Calls for 
Legislation

at the annual mecting of the National 
Council for Civil Liberties, held at the 
Beaver Hall last week-end 

“This annual general meeting expresses 
its appreciation of the action taken by 
the National Council of Civil Liberties. in 
arranging for a representative deputation 
to wait upon the Homie Secretary with a 
view to impressing upon him the need for 
introducing legislation making illegal the 
dissemination of anti-Semitism m 
speech or writing. mecting 
urges all affiliated and other demo- 
cratic organisations (to take similar 
action to to His Majesty's 
Government by means ol deputations, 
resolutions, cic., the need for early legis- 
lauion.” 

“This annual general meeting, conscious 
of the need to respond to the call of che 
Human Rights Commission of the United 
Nations for public discussion and educa- 
tional work on human. rights, welcomes 
the great success which attended the first 
international conference of Human Rights 
called by the National Council for Civil 
Liberties. Believing that the ending in 
all lands of discrimination,on grounds of 
race, sex, religion, nahonality, and 
language, and the securing of the free- 
dom of the Press and information, are 


funda:ental freedoms essential to the 
maintenance of the principles of the 
charter of the United Nations, this 


annual general meeting particularly wel- 
comes the proposals made by the Con- 
ference for the establishment of an 
International Human Rights Organisation 
to educate world opimion on these essen- 
tial liberties.”

“ACTION WANTED” 


Defence Committee’s Work 
To the Eduor of Tue CHRONICLE 
From Mr. L. J. HYDLEMAN 


Sir,—-Your leading article, entitled 
“ Action Wanted,” is a timely ng 
to the community on the scriousness o 


anti-Semitism in this country, and my 


object is certainly not to detract from 
the gravity of the situation. Your 
article, however, gives an impression 


that the Defence Committee either fails 
to realise the growth of the problem, or 
that it needs spurfing into a full under- 
standing of the importance of its close 
collaboration with non-Jewish organtsa- 
LIORS. 

The Defence Committee 1s, in fact, 
vigorously pursuing such a policy of the 
utmost co-operation with all non-Jewish 
organisations, whose am 1s to preserve 
democratic standards and to oppose 
Fascism and Fascist tendencies. Our 
relations with the Council of Christians 
and Jews (the Presidents of which in- 
clude the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
the Cardinal Archbishop of Westminster) 
is only one instance: this Council can, 
and imecreasingly does, influence 
thinking class of the British peopke. 
Central! Lecture Commiuttee-—w hose 
work, | must admit, is not sufficiently 
known to the community—gives 
hundreds of lectures. to non-Jewish 
bodies, and 1s continually imcreasing is 
contacts and us ouput The Associa- 
tion of Jewrh Ex-Servicemen, which 
works with the Defence Committce in 
such close hasson, 1 another body with 
many non-Jewish contacts, and the same 


policy is being pursued among youth 
movements. 
Our Dystrict Committees are encour- 


aged to make the fulicst use of local 
contacts and are at the moment being 
directed to do so in the vexed questions 
of the tlettine of L.C.C. schools to 
Fascists. Much else is bemg done by 
the Defence Committee mm these and 
many other directions, with the neces- 
sary circumspection within its policy of 
discouraging our problems being cx- 
plowed by any political party for party 
purposes. 

As to out approaches to the Home 
Office and to Government Departmenis, 
nothing recommended in your leader 1s 
omitted from our representauons, and it 
is to be reegretied that you did not reter 
to the numerous non-Jewish bodies 
which have made similar representauions 
to the Home Secreta y, such as the 
Irades Union Conference and many 
Borough Councils; there has certainly 
been no. lack of non-Jewish expression 
of opinion and protest against the licence 
allowed Lo Fascists 

Ihe Defence Committee is tackling a 
problem which, in adition to its modern 
accretions, is more than 2,000 years old. 
We beheve that. anu-Semuism in this 
country is still within bounds and can be 
lurther diminished, and such results from 
the work of the Defence Committee as 
are traceable encourage us in this view. 
But we fight intangibles and the results 
cannot be readily assessed 

| only wish we were free to publicise 


‘our work, for # is clear from your article 


that much you have written in terms of 
criticism is really uncalled for 

Irresponsible dissident groups, who 
have no such inhrbitions, are able to give 
an impression of activiiy which you your- 
self admit ts not likely to be more effec- 
tive than the official campaign, but does, 
in fact. make. not for the decrease, but 
for the increase of anti-Semitic fceling. 

[ must also refer to the Defence 
Appeal which is now before the com- 
munity A small’ but ardent body of 
organisers and speakers are carrying the 
burden of this work—we have no per- 
manent fund-raising department—but 
the response from the community is far 
from adequate. A wide expansion of 
the Defence organisation and its activi- 


ties, in the directions you indicate, and 
others, is dependent on the furnishing 
of adequate funds. Frankly, there ts a 
limit to the sacrifices which voluntary 
workers can be expected to make, and 
this limit is exceeded if they have to 
devote se much of their time to begging 
for the funds required, as well as carry- 
ing much of the burden and responsibili- 
ties for the actual work of Defence. The 
money available is pitifully imadcquate 
even for our normal daily needs, and 
those who have a true realisauion of the 
situation cannot refuse to contribute in 
substantia! measure the moncy so 
urgently needed to stem the rising ude of 
anti-Semitism.

Whren- 
ever I visit countries overseas, and I have 
been abroad much of late, | carefully 
study the Jewish Press, and there ts Jer- 
tainly no other Jewish paper which 
mreasures up to the high standard which 


has been set so long by the leading 
organ of Anglo-Jewry. It was, there- 
fore, with surprise that | read your 


leader, “ Action Wanted,” in your tssue 
of March 19. 

Whatever its purpose, and I am sure 
it was well meant, it will certainly give 
pleasure to three sections of the general 
community, the Fascists, Com- 
munists, and the Zionist extremists. \ 

The suggestion of panit which marks 
the opening paragraph, will make a little 
holiday in every Fascist’s heart. Mos- 
ley, | am sure, never imagined that his 
movement was already causing so much 
despondency, and he will no doubi re- 


double his present somewhat futile 
efforts. 
Ihe impression conveyed that the 


Board should be able to force the Home 
Secretary s hand on the subject of anti- 
Semitic legislation, will help the Fascist 
rabble-rousers in thei denunciation of 
those who they pretend are the real 
rulers of this country. Your advocacy 
of co-operation with all. parties con- 
cerned in the fight against Fascism, in- 
cludes, | presume, the Communists, who 
do not mind who their fellow-travellers 
are, so long as they can make use of 
them. How sincere is their friendship 
towards the Jews is amply demonstrated 
by thei attitude towards the leaders of 
the Jewish Community “in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Lastly, among the Zionists there have 
always been a number who have heid 
ihe view that Delence work against anti- 
Semitism at home is of no avail. To 
them, there is only one solution, Zionism, 
and this m spite. of the fact that even 
with a Jewish State more than 90 per 


cent of Jewry will still have to hive in 
the lands of the Gatlut 

Those who have, for a number of 
years, strfen to defend the com- 


munity from anti-Semitism and fascism, 
should receive credit for Yheir unstinted 
efforts in a more than difficult task. a 
task rendered no easicr by the situation 
in Palestine, by the aftermath of Nazi 
propavanda, by the economic and politi- 
cal crises which always provide oppor- 
tunity for the creauon of dissension and 
disunity, 

That the citizens of this country, in 
the face of many provocations, retain so 
sane and reasonable a view towards their 
Jewish fellow-citizens, that not a single 
Fascist Or anti-Semite has, in spite of 
every eflort, obtamed a seat even on the 
Council of a minor borough, is due, I 
submit, to the solid but unpublicised 
work of the Jewish Defence Commiticc.

“THE TRAINING OF 
Why Not Use Jews’ College ? 
To the Eduor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sia,--Once again, Dr. Nathan Morris 
has put us all in his debt by the vision 
and imtiative with which he has prepared 
for the Central Council of Jewrsh 
Religious Education, a p: oposal for the 
training of teachers. This question has 
already received due aliention in your 
columns, and the proposal for a college 
is now before the whole community for 
thew support. 

Ihe future of Anglo-Jewry may depend 
upon the success of Dr. Morris's efforts ; 
no consideration of his proposal can, 
therefore, be too public or too critical. 
Accordingly, it is with a sense both of 
the importance of the issue and of our 
gratitude to the originator of this idea 
that | venture to initiate a discussion on 
the whole question. 

The proposal! involves raising £100,000 
for the creation of a self-contained 
teachers’ training college to house 25-30 
students—-and years must elapse before 
the first graduate leaves the college: the 
restriction on civil building is only one, 
if. the most obvious, of the obstacles. 
Yet the outstanding feature of the prob- 
lem of teachers is its urgency; the college 
would give less than ten graduates a 
year, when hondreds of mew teachers are 
wanied. If we cannot get more teachers

now, Jewish education may break down 
before more elaborate proposals can 
come into effect. First-aid measures 
are, therefore, what the present situation 
most requires, and they can be applied 
on the basis of existing facilities At 
present, SomMe twenty students are recciv- 
ing (raming as teachers in London at 
the Higher Education Centre, for which 
there is reasonably adequate accommo- 
dation at Jews’ College. Neither space 
nor buildings are our principal need, but 
recruits; to provide the college before 
the students is to out the cart before 
the horse. Our exertions, therefore, 
should De concentrated on attracting at 
once young men and women, of whom 
there are many suitable at present l-av- 
ing the secondary schools and Hebrew 
classes, and for whom the profession of 
Jewish 
least as favourable as many other call- 
ings. Of course, appropriate p. ovision 
for bursaries and so on must be made. 
but this is another question. 

If, therefore, the completion of the 
Training College cannot be achieved in 
the immediate future, the community, 
while recognising and providing for this 
obvious need, should use the time for 
planning an institution that should 
approach as near as possible to educa- 


tional ideals and financial possibilities. .

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Association of British Chambers 
of Commerce and the Ministry of Edu- 
cation are prepared to approve schemes, 
submitted by Establishments for Further 
Education, for the award of certifcates 
relating to part-time grouped courses in 
Commerce, conducted under approved 
conditions, and designed for siudents 
who are concurrently engaged in com- 
mercial Occupations Certificates relat- 
ing to semor Part-time courses will be 
called Ordinary Certificates,” and those 
relaimme to advanced part-time courses 
Higher Certificates. 

( ourses for Ordinary Certificates must 
catend over at icast three years and be 
desiened for students who have reached 
a satisfactory standard of gencral cduca- 
tion: they should have as their main 
feature a study of the organisation and 
operations, and ‘the - calculations and 
simple accounts of Commerce 

Courses for Higher Certificates must 
extend over at least two years and be 
suited for siudents who have obtained 
the Ordinary National Certificate or are 
otherwise qualified to pursue more 
advanced studies in Commerce. 

Ihe Certificates will record the sub- 
jects constituting the courses followed 
by the successful candidates. ‘Additional 
subjects which are studied successfully as 
an extension of a National Certificate 
course may be subsequently recorded on 
a National Certificate, provided that they 
have been approved as being appropriate 
in character and standard

Beet and Lemon Preserve 
(By Request) 

Bects 2 Ib., sugar 14 Ib., ground ginger 
1 teaspoonful, ground nuts (if available) 
2 ozs., 2 lemons 

Peet the beets and cut into matchirke 
sticks or put them through a muncing 
machine. Put into a preserving pan, 
add enough water to cover, and cook 
gently ull tender. Shen add the sugar, 
the grated rind and juice of the lemons. 
and the ginger. Stir till the sugar has 
dissolved, then bring to the boil and 
cook gently ull thick. Add the nuts a 
few minutes before removing from the 
stove. Turn into warm dry jars ard tic 
down. 


Carrot Candy 
(By Request) 


Carrots 1 Ib., castor sugar 1 
chopped nuts 4 oz., ground ginger 4 
teaspoonful 

Scrape and wash the carrots, then 
grate on a fine grater. . Put them into a 
thick saucepan with the sugar, place 
over an asbestos mat, and stir over a 
very gentle heat ull the sugar has dis- 
solved: then continue cooking ver) 
slowly ull all the moisture is absorbed 
and the mixiure is very thick. Keep ui 
very well stirred to prevent burning. 
Test a lithe on a plate, and when it 
sets hard add the nuts and ginger and 
remove from the stove. 

Spread on a damp board, and when 
cool, mark with a knife. When cold, 
break into pieces along the marks 


Raisin Wine (1) 

Cut 1 tb. of raisins in halves, put in 
a Saucepan with 3 pts. of cold water, and 
simmer very ventiy till the water ts 
reduced by one-third. This should take 
several hours. When cold, strain through 
muslin and bottle It additronal swect- 
ness and. flavouring are required, add a 
little sugar and cinnamon before boiling 


Raisin Wine (2) 

Seed and chop 1. lb. of raisins, put in 
a stone jar with 4§ Ib. of loaf sugar and 
+ shced lemon. Pour over 2 quarts ol 
boiling water, and stir ull the sugar has 


dissolved. Cover with muslin and stir 
every day for a week. Then strain and 


bottle. Ready for use in 10 or 12 days. 
Potato Pancakes 
Grate some peeled raw potato into 


cold water. Then drain thoroughly. To 
each §| pint add a well-beaten egg and 
sufficient fine meal to torm a _ batter. 
Season with salt and pepper. Melt a 
very little fat in a thick frying pan and 
fry the mixture in spoonfuls, turning 
when brown on one side 

These can be served with the meat 
course, or, if preferred, as a sweet. If 
the latter, omit the pepper and serve with 
jam or stewed fruit

22 DIE IN ARAB-JEW 
CLASHES 


Week-End of Slaughter 


At least 22 people were reported killed 
on Monday in clashes between Jews and 
Arabs over a wide arca of Palestine 

Sixteen Jews were sand to have died 
in an Arab ambush when two armoured 
cars in which they were travelling were 
disabled a tand mine nea: Isdud, 
berween Jaffa and Gaza. Six Arabs were 
believed to have been killed in the clash. 

A large torce of Arab guerniias who 
attacked the Jewish colony of Hartuyv, wn 
the Judean Hills, west of Jerusalem, were 
repulsed with heavy casualties alter a 
seven and a half hours’ battle, an official 
Jewish Agency source said. 

British gunners, who used a 25-pounder 
for the first time at Haifa on Monday, 
will use these guns against either Arabs 
or Jews if they attack British forces, it 
was learned in Jerusalem 


Bomb Outrage in Jerusalem 


Six Jews were killed and 14 taken to 
hospital when an Arab-owned car, packed 
with explosives. blew up outside the Solel 
Boneh co-operative on Harbour Street, 
Haifa, on Sunday. Eight buildings nearby 
were damaged by fire. and 21! vehicles 
completely destroyed 

Two Arabs, dressed in European 
clothes. drove the lorry towards a 
Hagana road block at the street corner, 
and then jumped out. Hagana cuards 
shouted a warning. and hundreds of Jews. 
thronging the district, fled into side-- 
streets and alleys 

Three minutes later, the lorry exploded 
with a shattering roar 


Haifa Explosion 


British armoured vehicles. with para- 
troops and two-pounder guns, were 
rushed to the east end of Haifa on 
Monday to deal with a violent Arab out- 
break after an exp'osion had destroyed 
a b'ock of Arab buildings 

Official estimates gave the casualties as 
five Arabs dead. and 31 injured 

Jews. dressed in army uniform, drove 


niosives and led by a jeep. imo Irag 
Street. near the Arab market in the 
harbour area, police reports said. The 
drivers jumped into the jeep to escape as 
the lorries blew up. 

Arab reports said casualties totalled at 
least SO. and that although five bodies 
had so far been removed, an unknown 
number were still belheved. on Monday. 
to be burned in the wreckage 

A British policeman was killed and 
another wounded when Arabs fired on 
police headquarters after the explosion. 


Britons Beaten to Death 


The bodies of two men. believed to be 
British soldiers, who had been beaten to 
death. were found by an Arab ambut'ance 
near Ishwa. the village from which the 
Arabs attacked Hartuv, tt was officiaily 
reported. The soldiers had been stripped 
of all means of identification.—(Reuter) 

Mr. Eliyahu Ben Zvi, Mukhtar of Beit 
Keshet, near Nazareth. and son of Mr. 
isaac Ben Zvi, President of the Vaad 
Leumi, was killed when the settlement 
was attacked by some 500 Arabs from 
neighbouring villages last week.—-(Palcor)

OUTRAGE 


Jewish Inquiry Committee's 
Findings 


The following ten-point summary of 
the report of the Inquiry Committee set 
up by the Jewish Agency and the Vaad 
Leumi to investigate the bomb outrage in 
Ben Yehuda Street was published by the 
Agency last week: 1. The armoured car 
taking part in the crime was a police car. 
2. The trucks used im the crime were 
military vehicies. 3. The blowing up of 
explosives in One Or more military trucks 
was the cause of the damage and the loss 
of lives. 4. Such persons as were seen in 
either the police car or in the trucks were 
British. 5. There is no evidence that the 
persons in the cars were Arabs. 6 The 
police armoured car was the same as. or 
im any event similar to, that stolen from 
the Briush police on February 14, 1948. 
7.. There was more than one police 
armoured car other than that assisting 
in the crime in the neighbourhood of Ben 
Yehuda Sireet shortly before the 
explosion. 8. It was possible for the 
Somer to prevent the car which was used 
or the crime from entering Ben Yehuda 
Street before the explosion, or from 
escaping from Jerusalem after the 
explosion, and it was the duty of the 
police to do so. 9. There was negligence 
on the part of the pote in failing to 
warn the public. 10. Had the public 
warned the cars would have been pre- 
vented from entering Jerusalem.—iJ.T.A.) 


BRITISH DESERTER 
KILLED 


Heavy Arab-Jewish 
7 Fighting

A British deserter, who led a —— 
scale Arab attack on the N.gev setcie- 
ment of Nitzanim, was among those 
killed on Monday, according to Hagana 
sources. 

Hundreds of uniformed attackers sur- 
rounded the settlement, on which they 
directed heavy machine-gun and other 
fire, killing one defender and wounding 
18. Jewish reimforcements summone 
to the rescue encountered an ambush in 
which three of them were killed and 
seven injured. The settlement’s vital 
water pipeline from the Jewish Agency's 
main line was blown up during the 
exchanges. 

Fighting was resumed on Monday at 
Hartuy, midway between Jerusalem and 
Jaffa, in what proved to be the heaviest 
Arab-Jewish battle so far experienced. 
One thousand uniformed Arabs were ied 
by Abdul Kader Husseini, cousin of the 
ex-Mufti and commander of the Pales- 
tinian units of the “Arab Liberation 
Army.” A large party of Arabs also 
attacked Neveh Yaagov, north of Jerusa- 
lem, where two Jews and nine Arabs were 
wounded. 


Bridges Blown Up 


Hagana has blown up two more 
bridges in Northern Pal-stine, where 
Arabs were believed to be preparing to 
launch a “ D-Day” invasion from Syria 
during the coming week-end. Two 
bridges on the Haifa-Jenin road were 
destroyed by Hagana on Monday, cutting 
Arab traffic along this vital artery. 

Ten Arabs were killed and seven 
wounded when Jewish guards fired on a 
truck-load of explosives travelling in a 
convoy of two trucks and one taxi 

The convoy was halted near a Jewish 
road barrier at Kiryat Motzkin on Wed- 
nesday of last week. When it tried to 
force the barrier, the Jewish civil guards 
opened fire. The explosives, if carried 
into the Jewish quarter, as apparently 
planned, would have caused considerable 
damage. The blast rocked Kiryat Motz- 
kin and injured 39 Jewish residents, ten 
of them seriously, and overturned a 
passing Army lorry, seriously injuring 
two British soldiers 

The two trucks had previously been 
stolen from the Army by Arabs 

Jewish sources report that Arabs have 
placed a three-pounder field gun, trained 
on the Hebrew University and the 
Hadassah Hospital, on top of the Pales- 
tine Archeological Museum. The museum 
was endowed by Mr. John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jun. 

Two R.A.F. photographic planes on 
Monday flew over the Katamon suburb 
of Jerusalem, whence Arab snipers have 
been constantly harassing the. Kuryat 
Shmuel and Rehavia quarters. The air- 
craft took photographs of the area, with 
the purpose of locating nests of Arab 
gunners, as mortar-shells and bullets have 
been hitting British police and troops in 
their billets. 

A mortar-shell struck the Belgian Con- 
sulate-General on Monday, causing slight 
damage. 


BRITISH POLICE 
CHARGED 


Alleged to Have Fired on Jewish 
Colony 


Three British police constables, who 
were arrested wearing Arab dress, in a 
police armoured car, during Jewish-Arab 
fighting on March 10, faced a military 
court held aboard the Ocean Vigour, 
lying off Haifa on Monday. 

The three men—George Moss, Godfrey 
Siephenson, and Arthur Akehurst—-were 
charged with unauthorised possession of 
a police armoured car, possession of fire- 
arms and ammunition, and discharging 
firearms at the Jewish colony of Nevi 
Yaacov, near Ramallah. 

They pleaded not guilty to the charge 
of being members of a body discharg'ng 
firearms at the colony. They were not 
asked to plead on the remaining two 
charges. 

Chareed with them was an Arab 
named Sabri Sabbah, of Nablus, who 
also pleaded not guilty. 

The British accused asked for a British 
defence counsel, and suggested Mr. 
Weston Saunders, a solicitor practising in 
Palestine. An Arab counsel, Anwar 
Nusseibi, told the court that he had been 
prepared to represent the three Britons, 
as they had supported the cause of his 
people. 

After a short adjournment, it was 
reported that Mr. Saunders had refused 
to accept a brief for the defence. Anwar 
Nusseibi then undertook to conduct the 
defcnce of all four men. 

The court adjourned until Tuesday.— 
(Reuter)
